A manifesto issued by a com- 
mittee of intellectuals calling 
for abolition of-the Cambodian 
monarchy and the proclamation 
of the republic was broadcast 
today by Radio Phnom Penh in 
the Cambodian capital. 

The proclamation, broadcast 
in a French-language bulletin 
monitored in Saigon, also bit- 
terly attacked Sihanouk, accus- 
jing him of high treason, perfidy. 
and h isy. 

The manifesto said the com-

At Royal ‘Roads Military 
college, at Colwood, the visi- 
tor gets a painfully correct 
salute from every cadet he 
passes.

many pimps are not exactly 
awash in employable skills, 
but we don’t get sentimental 
and say that that’s okay and 
continue with your trade. We 
attempt, with varying degrees 
of seriousness, to stamp out 
their trade because it is evil. 

Of course, the Turks don’t 
see poppy-growing in quite

The Media Must Take a Share of Blame 


That a change of polar significance is affecting the 
thought of theage there can hardly be any doubt, It 
amounts to growing recognition “that what a man as 
subject says about himself, and about the idea of the self, 
may have a self-validating character. 

A useful account of this great trend was contributed 
to the Saturday Review of last Dec. 20 by*Herbert Otto, 
psychologist and educator, in an article, “New Light on 
the Human Potential.” : k 

Dr. Otte starts by recalling the opinion~of William 
James that the human being typically functions ‘“‘at less 
than 10 per cent of his capacity,” going on to review 
numerous lines of current research into human potentials, 
sometimes with illustration of prodigious feats by 
indivi : 

one place Dr. Otto discusses the reasons for the 
low estimates people make of their own abilities. ‘‘This,’” 
he says, “is traceable to the-fact that we are members of 
a pathology-oriented culture.” He writes : 

“Psychological and psychiatric jargon dealing with 
emotional dysfunction has become the parlance of the 
man in the street. In addition, from early: childhood in - 
our educational’ system we learn largely by our mistakes 
— by having them pointed out to us repeatedly.

" “All this results in early ‘‘negative conditioning” and 
4influences our attitude and perception of our selves and 


thirty or forty years behitid the times 
to the development ef the human potential.” 
Tt is hardly necessary to identify the blighting effect

~ year after year, with so little emphasis placed 


of all this on the arts. Degraded ideas of the self and of 
man generally are widely spread by pathology-oriented 
thinking, so that themes of human excellence which 
might leaven and uplift can now find little hospitality. 


Cynicism and depression have become “normal” 
attitudes, affording no generous spaces for resonating 
with the harmonious and the heroic in human expression. 

Perhaps a new psychological health will have to be 
forged out of the fires of psycho-social failure before 
affirmative forms of art can be renewed. 

* * *

of the mass media has equal importance. He says: ’ 

“As a result of the steady diet of violence’ in the 
media, an even more fundamental and insidious erosion 


in man’s selfsystem takes plate. The erosion affects what « -

Someday the new goods will 
come in handy in a coup, and 
then all of us in the rich 
countries will express shock 
at the way those people over 
there carry on.” 

The point is this: we in the 
rich countries say to the poor 
that we want their copper and 
petroleum, we want .them 
integrated into our marketing 
system, we want their gov- 
ernments friendly and we

We are the old-style em- 
ployer: we have jobs_to offer 
and ‘want people in their 
capacity as laborers alone. 
We aren't going to worry 
about sick pay, pensions and 
the environment because it is 
economie man we want to 
deal. with. If you don't like it 
our way, go elsewhere. 

Our international econcmic 
system operates in a similar 
fashion, We want Turkey as a 
market, we don’t want its 
poppies. ? 

But life isn’t like that. 
Sooner or later the workers 
become restless and they 
want to be recognized as men 
with a number of needs and 
feelings that cannot be 
rationalized away by techno- 
logical control systems. 

We in the rich countries 
have it our own way at 
present; how much _ longer 
can it last? 

Forget the ethical issue 
(not too difficult a task) and 
ask yourself if we can have it 
our way forever. 


Poor Are Losers 


Imperialism and war is the 
price now paid for the 
system, and the poor coun- 
tries are not the sole losers. 
Columbus went out looking 
for gold and the Europeans 
_ brought home a devastating 
strain of syphillis. 

Perhaps the poppies will go, 
but what they represent car- 
not be stopped, It is the 
unwanted kickback the rich 
countries are getting from the 
support systems we have 
established over a whole 
planet for our own gain. You 
can’t always get what you 
want.

LONDON (AP) — Prisoners 
are multiplying faster than 
prison cells—and there’s not 
much relief in sight. 

Sir Leon Radzinowicz, a gov- 
ernment penal adviser, stated 


the ‘situation when he asked: °* 


“With housing badly needed and 
hospitals inadequate and 
schools in short supply, where 
would you put the emphasis?” 
English and Welsh prisoners 


mostly do their time in 18th and 
19th century jails. About the 
time the jumbo -jet is setting 
down by computer at London's 
Heathrow Airport each morrr 
ing, thousands of British con- 
viets are carrying plastic cham- 
ber pots from their cells.

bothering society.” 


Of the 46 walled prisons in 
England and Wales, 34 were 
built in the 1800s, three in the 
1700s, and only nine in this cen- 
tury. 

In 1967 the government an- 
nounced,a 10-year program to 
spend about $100,000,000 rebuild- 
ing prisons and constructing 25 
new ones, The aim was to prov- 
ide 13,000 new places by about 
1980. 


“This is an ambitious pro- 
gram by any standards,” said 
Elystan Morgan-of the home 
office, “but it is a sobering 
thought that even if it proceeds 
unfalteringly between now and 
1974 it will do no more than pre- 
vent the present level of over- 
crowding from getting any 
worse "

Jet Survives 
Explosion, 
Near Crash 


SEATTLE...(AP) — High 
over Alaska’s remote wilder- 
ness an.engine exploded on a 
Western, Airlines jet. Jagged 
pieces of metal ripped 
through the fuselage. 

Hours earlier, .good visibil- 
ity had prevented what could 
have been an in-flight colli- 
sion. over Alaska between two 
jets. 

It all happened Saturday to 
Western Airlines veteran pilot 
Charles Davis, 

First, an air- traffic con- 
troller at Elmendorf, Alaska, 
inadvertantly scheduled both 
an inbound and outbound jet 
in the same lane.of traffic at 
the Juneau, Alaska, airport. 

A Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration official said’ visibility 
was the only thing that 
prevented a “disaster” 
between two Western aircraft. 

* * * 

“Davis had Flight 724 in 
all times and the 
nearest the two planes came 
to one another was two 
miles,” he said. 

Hours later, Davis’ plane 
was jolted by a disintegrating 
engine that peppered. the 
fuselage from the tail section 
to the cabin area of the four- 


engine Boeing 720B. 
The captain quickly 
switched off power to the’ 


engine adjacent to the faulty 
one as a precautionary move. 
Davis said none of the metal 
penetrated the cabin carrying 
12 passengers to Seattle from 
Anchorage, Alaska. 

With: only two engines pro- 
viding power, he made an 
emergency landing at 
Ketchikan; Alaska, the near- 
est city with an airport large 
enough for the jetliner. 

The “shaken but unhurt 
passengers were transferred 
to another aircraft and con- 
tinued their flight to Seattle.

of vegetable seeds. 


The precautions after handling the seeds is to wash the 
hands immediately with soap and water before touching face, 


elothing or food. 


The seeds are colored bright pink as part of the warning 
scheme, but this may corsfitute an attraction to small 


children.

Of 
course Sifton was not Minis- 
ter of the Interior after 1905 
but the momentum of his 
work continued, and beyond

Sifton used modern methods 
to get the new settlers! He 
advertised in more than 7,000 
U.S. agricultural papers and 
more Americans came to live 
fn Canada than Canadians 
went to live in the U.S.A. He 
had agents all over. Europe 
who received $5 for every 
head of family sent to 
Canada, and $2 for every 
other member of the family. 

The attraction was free 
land and the new settlers got 
it without red tape. Sifton had 
agents_in every aréa of the 
prairies to get the paper work 
done quickly. It. was the 
custom to announce the im- 
migration figure on March 31

at least 130 persons, and unofficial sources said the 
death toll since the first quake Saturday night was: 


approaching 3,000. 


The first tremors hit near 
Simav, about 40 miles west of 
the ravaged town of Gediz, 
and, 24 persons were reported 
killed, *; 

Abotit 95 more persons died 
when later tremers struck 
Emet, 30 miles west of Gediz. 

Authorities said today 90,000 
persons were homeless in the 
earthquake-torn area. 


Istanbul Observatory 
announced today that 300. 
tremors have. been recorded 
in the last 12 hours. Eight 
were heavy, 30 secondary and 
the rest minor, the observa- 
tory Said: 

It was during these tremors 
that the towns of Emet and 


Simav were hit. 


The government said the 
quake Saturday destroyed at 
least 33 of 84 villages in the 
area and 28 others were 
uninhabitable.

Teachers’ Federation annual 
meeting in Vancouyer, President 
James‘Killeen told the 1,000 assem- 
bled delegates, that teachers’are be- 
ing told to improve the quality of 
education but,’at the same time, to 
do it with less money. Although 
teachers themselves are receiving 
more money than a year ago 
through the annual process of wage 
increases added to regular incre- 
ments, money for many of the pro- 
jects and programs considered de- 
sirable by teachers is. not forthcom- 
ing in the amounts they would like. 


For this, federation spokesmen 
blame the:existing formula imposed 
by the provincial government. The 
formula permits boards to increase 
their budgets up to 10 per cent 
above the amount spent the preced- 
ing year. Beyond that it calls for an 
approach to municipal councils to 


- authorize anything in excess, to the 


taxpaying public in the form of a 
referendum for the same purpose, 
or to the cabinet. Since referenda 
have been turned down in many lo- 
calities, boards could not raise the 
funds for desirable undertakings 
and the teachers feel restricted in 
trying to improve provincial éduca- 


“Aion. | 


This should not come as a-sur- 


prise. Last November the official _ 


organ, the B.C. Teacher, editorial- 
ized on the financial outlook ahead.

Nothing seems 
likely to be agreed upon before the next 
ministate (probably Tonga, population 
79,000) comes up for consideration; and 
then the issues may be complicated by 
prior cofnmitments, the embarrassment 
of -febuffing a friendly applicant, and 
other difficulties. 


UN people say there will never be any 
restraints applied in practice until or 
unless Washington gets on its horse and 
insists upon realistic criteria for admis- 
sion, letting it be known that the 
American veto—will, if necessary, back 
up the demand. No country can be 
admitted to the UN if a great power 
votes “‘no.”” To stand in the way of an 
eager applicant, flushed with- newly- 
attained independence and hoping for the 
final jewel in its sovereign crown, would 
be to risk considerable unpopularity with 
the applicant and its friends. 

But to fail to do so would be to 
the UN to slow death by dilution. 

The 65 smailest of the ministates 

ve, altogether, only tw ‘enths of 1 
per cent of the population of the present 
membership. Yet they” would, if ' ad- 
mitted, have more than one-third of the 
votes. 

They could, theoretically, block adop- 
tion “of important ‘General Assembly 
resolutions. 

In practice it would not be likely to 
happen that way,. since the new 
members in all probability would divide 


up and adhere to existing UN blocs. The 
Latin American bloc, which often votes 
with the United States, would be a major 
beneficiary. 

But it would not be safe to encourage 
their admission for the purpose . of 
enlarging the roll of American clients. 
Experience in Africa has shown that 
second and third generations. of leaders, 
as coup follows coup, can be less 
predictable than the men left in power 
by a departing colonial overlord. And 
blocs often follow extremist leadership. 


Destroying Image 


In any event, the impact on the UN’s 
image would be disastrous. Those who 
scorn the present UN for distorting the 
realities of power could do so, with 
greater basis in fact, if one-third to one- 
half of the organization were entities 
that were countries only, or primarily, in 
legal theory. 

Similar fears were heard when the 
UN began its expansion from 60-odd 
nations to 126. They may once again be 
exaggerated: But even if one-third of 
them proved justified, the effectiveness 
of UN diplomacy would be vastly 
reduced. , 

The United States almost certainly 
will have to insist that the UN exercise 
birth control. Without it the “‘old woman 
who lived in a shoe’’ will have had a 10- 
room penthouse by comparison.

And it is getting plenty 
of mileage out of it, attracting ‘wide 
publicity and showing considerable signs 
of popularity. It cannot yet be said 
whether the PQ or the Creditistes will 
have the biggest “spoiler” effect on the 
old _parties, but Rene Levesque’s dy- 
namic.campaign is obviously developing 
into a thing to watch. 

Second only to the question of who 
forms the- next boyernment of Quebec 
after April 29 is the question of what size 
showing the PQ makes—and this may be 
the most important question in the long 
run, * 


Tremendous Enthusiasm 


Large audiences and tremendous 
enthusiasm have been marking the 
appearances of the PQ’s big names, 
whieh incidentally are becoming more 
numerous. Jacques Parizeau, the party’s 
resident economist, is proving a big 
attention-getter everywhere he=goes: He. 
was nominated. PQ candidate for the 
Montreal north- end riding of Abuntsic 
by a wildly cheering crowd of 2,000 last 
week. A large nationalist element there 
and ‘the expected retirement of the 
popular Liberal incumbent, Jean-Paul 
Lefebvre, gives Mr. Parizeau a chance. 

He and Mr. Levesque also went over 
well ore a sizable audience in 
Chicoftimi, metropolis of the Saguenay 
region, where another big name, well- 
known criminologist Mare-Andre Bedard, 
was nominated. He will battle Quebec's 
enigmatic cultural affairs ‘minister, 
Jean-Noe] Tremblay. 

The party is also fielding such 
prominent Quebecers as Bernard 
Landry, former special adviser to the 
education department, former Laval 
University professor Doris Lussier, and 
well-known lawyer Guy Bertrand. A big 
catch over the weekend was University 
of Montreal law professor Jacques-Yvan 
Morin, a leading inteHectual and contri- 
butor to the French-language press. 

The intellectual level of PQ candi- 
dates is in general impressively high. 
The party_even has one English-speaking 
éeandidate, lawyer. Paul Unterberg, who 
as both an immigrant and a Jew is out 
to persuade Quebec’s minorities that 
separatism is their best guarantee of 
security. He faces a hopeless battle in 
an English-speaking Montreal riding 
certain ‘tq be retained by the popular 
Liberal incumbent,- Dr.- Vietor Gold- 


bloom. The PQ has also so far sent two 
French-speaking candidates to contest 
other English-speaking, sure-fire Liberal 
ridings in Montreal. 

Mr. Levesque is singularly anxious to 
convince the province’s minorities that 
separatism ifsno. threat to them. His 
decision, reached after. several days. of 
hesitation, to run again in his present 
riding of Montreal-Laurier, is evidence 
of his stress on this point. He was 
elected easily enough there three times 
before, but as a Liberal. Following a 
recent immigrant influx, his riding now 
has a 2% per cent ethnic minority 
population, mostly Italian, and Italian 
Quehbecers following the St. Leonard 
affair are commonly supposed to fear 
separatism as they dread fire. 

But Mr. Levesque, taking the risk of 


his life, says that to flee Laurier in 


search of a “safe’’ all French-speaking 
riding would raise another between. 
majority and minorities:—He wil

The city pointed out through 
Ald. Peter Pollen, committee 
chairman,. that it would be 
remiss in its duty to citizens 
if it did not use every weapon 
available’ to protect the in- 
terests of the people. 

At press time today the 
impasse was unresoved al- 
though Marathon and the city 
had agreed to strike a 
working comimittee to try and.

In all, five’ schemes were 
prepared and the fifth pre- 
sented to the city last Wed- 
nesday. 

City planner Geoff Green- 
halgh described the final 
draft as “totally unrelated to 
Scheme Four” which had won 
cautious council support.

Alone gunmanesecaped from the Canadian 
Imperial “Bank of Commerce branch, Burnside 
Plaza, shortly after 10:30 a.m. with $1,774 in cash, 

About 90 minutes after the holdup, police 
arrested a man at a roadblock and charged him 
with armed robbery. 

The heavy-set: man, about 40 years of age with 
receding grey hair and wearing an orange sweater, 
presented a note to a teller of the bank demanding 
money: He was holding a pistol. 

All Greater Victoria ‘police forces were alerted 
and the arrest took place at a roadblock Saanich 
police set up on the Trans-Canada Highway near 
Burnside. 

The suspect is 40 years old and from the lower 
mainland, police said. They had not yet. counted a 
sum of money seized in the arrest but described it 
as “a large amount.” 

The alert, at 10:39 a.m., sent police racing to 
check ferry traffic at Sidney and had city police 
watching traffic on Douglas for a light blue car 
spotted in the getaway. 

Esquimalt police: joined in. searching motels 
along the Gorge but it was the roadblock stopping 
up-island traffic which produced the arrest.

Crow chased him around the plaza twice, and 
was warned several times: “Stop or I’ll shoot.” 

“I tried to stay 50 or 60 feet away from him 
as We ran around. But twice he hid on me and then 
accidentally we came close.” 

Crow was able to see the licence plate and 
gave it to the police when he. arrived. 

Bank manager C. F. G. Wainwright said his 
staff was “pretty shaken up.” 

Mrs. Furiak declined to speak to the Times; but 
Wainwright said she was on the job and feeling 
better this afternoon.

Fishes Quake 
Toll 3,000 


GEDIZ, Turkey (CP)—New tremors pounded 
earthquake-battered western Turkey today, killing 
at least 130 persons, and unofficial sources said the 
death toll since the first quake Saturday night -was 


approaching 3,000. 


The first tremors hit near 
Simav, about 40 miles west of 
the ravaged town of. Gediz, 
and 24 persons were reported 
killed. \ 

About 95\more persons died 
when latef tremers struck 
Emet, 30 9 

Authorities said today 90,000 
persons were homeless in the 
earthquake-torn area. 

Istanbul] Observatory 
announced today, that 300 
tremors have been recorded 
in the last 12 hours. Eight 
were heavy, 30 secondary and 
the rest minor, the observa- 
tory said. 

It was during these. tremors 
that the towns’ of Emet and 
Simav were hit. 

The government said the 
quake Saturday destroyed at 
least S576f 84 villages in the 


area and 28 others were 
uninhabitable. 
Unofficial sources said 


more than 5,000 were injured. 
There were three deaths from 
exposure in Simav during the 
night. 

By Monday night, soldiers 
and other rescue workers -had 
dug 644 bodies from. the 
rubble as a steady rain fell 
and after-shocks shook the 
ground from time to time.
